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State Highway Officials Present 


Case for Intercounty Connector 


“The proposed Intercounty 
Connector (ICC) project is in- 
tended to link existing and pro- 
posed development areas be- 
tween the [-270 and I-95/US 1 
corridors within central and east- 
ern Montgomery County and 
northwestern Prince George’s 
County with a state-of-the-art, 
multi-modal, east-west highway 
that limits access and accommo- 
dates passenger and goods move- 
ment. This transportation project 
is intended to increase commu- 
nity mobility and safety; to fa- 
cilitate the movement of goods 
and people to and from eco- 
nomic centers; to provide cost ef- 
fective transportation infrastruc- 
ture to serve existing and future 
development patterns reflecting 
local land use planning objec- 
tives; to help restore the natural, 
human and cultural environments 
from past development impacts in 
the project area and to advance 
homeland security.” 

The Maryland State Highway 
Administration (SHA) presented 
its case for construction of the

ICC based upon this purpose 
stated in its brochure provided at 
the first of four public hearings 
on the draft environmental impact 
statement for the ICC. The hear- 
ing was held at Greenbelt on 
January 4 in the auditorium of 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 
Although many of those attend- 
ing in the less than half-filled au- 
ditorium were opponents of the 
project (some bearing signs), the 
audience courteously listened to 
the presentation made by a vari- 
ety of officials. 

Wesley Mitchell, the SHA 
project manager for the ICC told 
of the four stages of a highway 
development process — planning, 
design, acquisition of right-of- 
way and construction. The ICC 
study is in the planning process 
that considers location, general 
design, etc. While the ICC dates 
back to a 1950 proposal for an 
outer beltway and has had two 
project planning studies done 
between 1979 and 1999, the cur- 
rent study began with a work- 
shop in June 2003. 


Mitchell said that there were 
300 alternative routes suggested 
of which 18 received preliminary 
evaluation. All but three were 
dropped, including a public 
transportation only alternative. 
Left were the corridor one and 
two alternatives plus a mandated 
no-action alternative. The no- 
action alternative takes in to con- 
sideration the impacts of all 
planned projects within the ICC 
corridor, long range plans for the 
area and maintenance and minor 
highway improvements. “This 
alternative will not satisfy project 
and building needs,” Mitchell de- 
clared. 

Alternatives 

The two build alternatives 
take different routes through 
much of the study area but share 
similar design characteristics, 
Mitchell said. The basic design 
features are based on context- 
sensitive design principles, high- 
way Safety functionality, environ- 
mental stewardship, visual char-

Supporters, Opponents Speak 


Out at Greenbelt ICC Hearing 


Starting promptly at 7 p.m. 
the public comment portion of 
the hearing on the Intercounty 
Connector (ICC) Draft Environ- 
mental Impact Study (DEIS) got 
underway in the auditorium of 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
on Tuesday evening, January 4. 
About 52 speakers came to the 
podium to register either oppo- 
sition or support for the pro- 
posed transportation facility that 
has been debated fiercely for the 
past 50 years. 

With the public hearing mod- 
erated by Arthur Millstein, a rep- 
resentative from the Federal 
Conciliation and Mediation 
Board, the public comment ses- 
sion was conducted under strict 
hearing ground rules for sign-up, 
time limits, transfer of times from 
one registered speaker to another 
and a strong admonition that all 
testimony be offered in a courte- 
ous and constructive manner. 
By and large the rules were gen- 
erally adhered to, with some 
strong and hard-hitting comments 
delivered “courteously.” 

Public officials, who were al- 
lowed to speak first, were allowed 
five minutes. All other individual 
speakers were allowed three min- 
utes. Individual speakers could 
receive a single three-minute 
block of additional time transferred 
from another registered speaker 
and a few speakers took advan- 
tage of that provision to expand 
their time to six minutes.

Court reporters were also 
available at the school to take 
private testimony for anyone pre- 
ferring that approach and com- 
ments on the ICC DEIS could be 
submitted electronically at http:// 
www.iccstudy.org. Comments can 
also be submitted by mail to the 
ICC Project Manager Wesley 
Mitchell, Maryland State Highway 
Administration, 707 North Calvert 
Street, Mail Stop C-301, Baltimore, 
MD 21202. 

Leading off the public com- 
ment was County Councilmem- 
ber David Harrington providing 
for the record the official oppo- 
sition to the ICC and the DEIS 
of the Prince George’s County 
Council. Harrington also la- 
mented the turn-down by the 
State Highway Administration of 
a requested additional public 
hearing in the Laurel-Beltsville 
area. He said people in that area 
of Prince George’s County de- 
served to have a public hearing 
in their neighborhood. 

Harrington also raised an issue 
echoed by several later speakers 
that the proposed ICC facility is 
a direct contradiction to the 
Brookings Institution landmark 
“Region Divided” study of the 
inequalities in the Washington 
Metropolitan region, with the 
western suburban areas having a 
surplus of jobs, affluence and in- 
frastructure and the eastern sub- 
urbs, primarily Prince George’s 
County, underserved by mass tran- 


sit, jobs, shopping and other eco- 
nomic benefits. “The ICC would 
seriously exacerbate the condi- 
tions described in ‘Region D1- 
vided,” according to Harrington. 

Andy Fellows and Eric Olson, 
members of the College Park 
City Council, also spoke in oppo- 
sition to the ICC, as did 
Greenbelt Mayor Judith Davis 
and Councilmembers Rodney 
Roberts and Leta Mach. Their 
comments focused primarily on 
the potential devastating environ- 
mental impacts of the project if 
either build alternative were con- 
structed. 

Roberts took particular aim at 
the so-called “Environmental 
Stewardship” section of the 
DEIS, which in his view is an at-

Rally by Environmentalists 
Opposes Planning for ICC

Using the first of four public 
hearings scheduled to consider 
the Draft Environmental Impact 
Study (DEIS) on the proposed 
Intercounty Connector (ICC), the 
Save Our Communities Cam- 
paign staged a rally and held a 
press conference just inside the 
doors of the Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School on Monday, January 
4. The purpose of the rally was 
to voice the concerns of local 
officials and smart growth and 
environmental organizations 
about the controversial east-west 
connector highway. 

Organizations participating in 
the Save Our Communities Cam- 
paign include the Audubon Natu- 
ralist Society, the Coalition for 
Smarter Growth, the Chesapeake 


Bay Foundation, Clean Water 
Action and the Sierra Club. 
Stewart Schwartz of the Coali- 
tion for Smarter Growth con- 
ducted the press conference and 
released the campaign’s initial 
critique of the voluminous DEIS. 
The document had been pub- 
lished and made available over 
the holiday period by the Mary- 
land State Highway Administra- 
tion. 

“The state’s own study of the 
ICC shows it is a lose-lose situ- 
ation for Marylanders,” Schwartz 
said. “The governor is asking 
Maryland taxpayers to go into 
debt spending $3 billion or more 
for an 18-mile toll road, one

Council Reacts to AIMCO’s 
Plans for Redeveloping SHL

More ballfields, recreational 
areas, green space, internal trans- 
portation and especially more 
citizen input to the plans for re- 
development at Springhill Lake 
was the initial response of the 
city council at a December 20 
meeting with AIMCO executives, 
owners of the Springhill Lake 
property. This meeting was 
council’s first opportunity to hear 
more about redevelopment plans 
for the 40-year-old, nearly 3,000- 
unit apartment community. 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens’ call to “tear it down” and 
build something special is mov- 
ing closer to reality with the first 
actual plans and drawings. But 
first, Mayor Judith Davis and 
councilmembers had many ques- 
tions and specifics they wanted 
to hear addressed; among them, 
the location of the elementary 
school; how the plan advances 
affordable housing and, more 
specifically, affordable home 
ownership and how citizens in 
Springhill Lake and throughout 
Greenbelt will be involved. 


By the end of the meeting, 
council had decided that it 
needed more time to review the 
plans and agree upon a unified 
stance, that the city’s planning 
staff needed more time to review 
the plans in detail and that 
AIMCO needed to schedule op- 
portunities for citizen comment 
and review as soon as possible. 

Patti Shwayder, senior vice 
president of Apartment Invest- 
ment and Management Company 
(AIMCO), presented the plans. 
She began by recalling the 
charette held a year ago in 
Beltsville to initiate the planning 
process. The plans, she said, 
had grown out of the charette 
so there should be “no sur- 
prises.” She felt the plans exem- 
plified the highest standards of 
urban planning, with a variety of 
homes in a mix of styles that 
would complement Greenbelt and 
the metro area. 

The plans call for a neigh- 
borhood center, with small pro-

fessional offices and services 
such as a coffee shop and dry 
cleaners. There will be a village 
green and several lakes. Parking 
will be underground for the most 
part and alleys behind buildings 
will keep cars away from view. 
Better sidewalks will facilitate 
moving around the development. 
She supported internal transporta- 
tion, which would unify the com- 
munities and recognized the need 
for access to city-wide and Metro 
transportation. 

AIMCO staff had already met 
with the Board of Education and 
there was agreement that there 
was room to build the elementary 
school adjacent to the existing 
middle school and that a commu- 
nity center can be located in the 
area as well. Council doubted 
that there would be sufficient 
space, especially after the Green- 
belt Middle School is renovated 
and expanded. AIMCO staff re- 
sponded that independent consult- 
ants had advised the school 
board that all this was possible 
and there would even be no need 
to relocate the bus lot. 

Putens asked about the de- 
velopment’s impact on Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School, remind- 
ing the AIMCO team that all 
high school students in Greenbelt 
are guaranteed attendance at 
Eleanor Roosevelt. 

This issue had not been ad- 
dressed yet, AIMCO responded, 
and the meeting moved into a 
general discussion on density, an- 
other main concern of council. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
thought that the new project 
would be as dense and potentially 
unmanageable as the current de- 
velopment. 

Housing Mix 

Shwayder asked for flexibility 
on the mix of apartments, condos 
and townhouses. She said they 
foresaw building some of each 
and then letting the market deter- 
mine, in part, how to proceed 
from there. 

At this point, Councilmember 
Leta Mach suggested that co-ops 
offer good value and_ that 
Greenbelt is certainly familiar

with that type of ownership. Oth- 
ers indicated that there needed to 
be sufficient density to have a vi- 
brant, urban environment with citi- 
zen involvement and support of 
quality-of-life amenities, exemplified 
in the arts, for example. 

Putens described the density 
issue as one of compromise — suf- 
ficient to be economically feasible 
and to support the community 
and manageable in terms of space 
and services. 

Ballfields and recreation facili- 
ties were another important issue. 
Council expressed interest in hav- 
ing sufficient ballfields for the 
Springhill Lake residents as well 
as to attract residents from other 
parts of the city. This integration 
of Springhill Lake and the rest of 
Greenbelt was important to coun- 
cil and came up repeatedly. 
Councilmember Konrad Herling 
reiterated important Greenbelt prin- 
ciples that amenities be centralized 
and shared and that the arts are in- 
corporated early in the concept. 

During a discussion of afford- 
able housing and affordable home 
ownership, Shwayder commented 
that there would be a range of 
prices and rents and that AIMCO 
was well-versed in creating afford- 
able communities. She did not 
envision portions of the commu- 
nity set aside for any particular 
type of subsidized housing but 
that some people might be eli- 
gible and seek their own assis- 
tance. Roberts lobbied for more 
homes, saying that “more apart- 
ments in the development is going 
backwards rather than forward.” 

Citizen Input 

Roberts also thought the pro- 
cess was moving too quickly and 
Davis urged AIMCO to make op- 
portunities for citizen input to be 
the next steps. She said she did 
not want to see plans that were 
virtually completed without citi- 
zens having a real opportunity to 
participate. Davis then outlined 
the next steps for the city — coun- 
cil will meet and discuss and 
agree upon its response and the 
planning department will review 
the plans carefully to develop an 
official response.

acter and opportunities for tran- 
sit. These design features in- 
clude: a limited-access, six-lane 
multi-modal highway without traf- 
fic signals except for a US | ter- 
minus; electronic toll collection at 
highway speeds with no toll pla- 
zas; a reduced roadway footprint 
due to the use of variable median 
widths; a lower roadway profile 
by building the road below 
ground level where practicable; 
minimized impacts in park areas 
by minimizing cuts, using longer 
bridges at major stream crossings 
and environmentally sensitive 
construction techniques; align- 
ments that avoid communities 
and environmental resources; 
variable treatment of stormwater 
management; environmental 
stewardship feature; sound barri- 
ers and screening where war- 
ranted; landscaping and use of 
intelligent transportation systems 
such as variable message signs. 

The ICC would be owned by 
the Maryland Transportation Au- 
thority, Mitchell said. This 
agency is responsible for the 
management of all state toll facili- 
ties. Toll rates would be deter- 
mined at the time the road is 
opened, he said. 

Alignments 

Corridor 1 Alternative is ap- 
proximately 18 miles long with 
two of the miles in Prince 
George’s County. It generally 
follows county approved master 
plan routes with some alignment 
options in the vicinity of Rock 
Creek and Northwest Branch. 
There would be seven inter- 


changes with an optional inter- 
change at Layhill Road. Also an 
alternative option under consider- 
ation is terminating the ICC at I- 
95 instead of US 1, which would 
eliminate an interchange at Vir- 
ginia Manor Road. This is 
where a proposed extension to 
Kenilworth Avenue as a divided 
highway would end. 

The Corridor 2 alternative is 
about 20 miles long, because in 
the middle it would bend to the 
north replacing part of Norbeck 
Road and passing through 
Burtonsville. Heading east, upon 
crossing the county line into 
Prince George’s, the road would 
run southward in the vicinity of 
Gunpowder Road until it inter- 
sects the Corridor | alignment at 
I-95. The Prince George’s section 
would be about four miles long. 
There would be one additional 
interchange over Corridor | at an 
extended Contee Road. 

There are variations under 
consideration at many of the in- 
terchanges proposed in both 
alignments. Mitchell said that a 
bicycle/pedestrian path along the 
road was not considered but 
that alternative bicycle plans had 
been proposed. 

Funding 

According to the public hear- 
ing brochure, electronic toll col- 
lection is a basic design element 
of both alternatives. It involves 
a system of overhead gantries, 
rather than toll plazas, that 
would collect tolls electronically 
while allowing traffic to flow at 
highway speeds. All users would

tempt by the state to cover up 
the major environmental impacts 
from the build options with win- 
dow dressing projects of little or 
no environmental value. Davis 
gave voice to a rousing denun- 
ciation of the ICC project as a 
“boondoggle,” urging in strong 
terms to “kill this monster one 
more time.” 
Supporting View 

The only public official voic- 
ing support of the ICC was 
Michael Leszcz, president of the 
Laurel City Council. Leszcz pro- 
vided the Laurel City Council’s 
official position. Laurel supports 
the development of Corridor 1| for 
the ICC, with the provision that 
the alignment continue easterly 
until reaching Kenilworth Avenue 
extended or US Route 1. 

In effect, Laurel’s position ar- 
gues not only for an ICC but for 
the extension of MD Route 201 
(Kenilworth Avenue) northwest- 
erly to connect with the proposed 
Contee Road interchange with I- 
95. This is the exact reason 
that the City of Greenbelt has 
long opposed the ICC. Later 
speakers decried this position, 
indicating that this only serves 
to open up the Konterra area for 
over-development and would add 
to the adverse environmental im- 
pacts to the Indian Creek water- 
shed and ultimately to the 
Anacostia River. 

Of the remaining 45 speakers, 
about nine favored the ICC and 
36 were opposed. Several of the 
citizens (or groups) speaking in 
favor noted that the proposed 
highway had been on the books 
for the past 50 years and was 
long overdue to be built. They 
feel that it would help reduce 
their commuting time and pro- 
vide a safer and more efficient 
means of travel. Typical com- 


mutes noted were from Annapo- 
lis to Rockville and from 
Severna Park to Rockville. A 
few were convinced that an ICC 
would reduce traffic on the 
Beltway. 

Opponents 

Those speaking out against 
the ICC were from several di- 
verse areas. Most registered 
strong concern for the environ- 
ment as their focus; some were 
bicyclists or proponents of bike 
trails and pedestrian access. Sev- 
eral speakers noted the potential 
impact of the northern corridor 
on the Tridelphia and Rocky 
Gorge reservoirs and the poten- 
tial that the regional drinking 
water supply could be threat- 
ened. 

Speakers from the Anacostia 
Watershed Society expressed 
concern that recent investments 
by the federal, state and local 
governments in restoring the 
Anacostia would be reversed and 
undone by construction of an 
ICC virtually in the headwaters 
of the streams that feed the 
Anacostia, thus adversely impact- 
ing the Chesapeake Bay. 

Jim Connolly of the 
Anacostia Watershed Society ar- 
gued, “All of our recent gains in 
restoring the Anacostia could be 
reversed. We need to think dif- 
ferently and come up with better 
(transportation) solutions or we 
will deal a final death blow to 
an already struggling (aquatic) 
system.” 

Others focused on the lack of 
any critical alternatives analysis 
in the DEIS and that the DEIS 
does not show the ICC to be a 
very effective solution. Some ar- 
gued that the regional impacts 
are so extensive that the DEIS 
should have covered a larger 
section of Prince George’s County 
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pay tolls electronically, either 
through the use of a transponder 
such as EZPass or through a sys- 
tem known as video tolling. 

While highway users are to 
pay a significant part of the cost 
of building the ICC by paying 
tolls, other funding sources are 
also expected to be used. Grant 
Anticipation Revenue Vehicle, or 
GARVEE bonds, would pay part 
of the cost with the 15-year 
bonds repaid from future federal 
highway grant funds to Maryland. 
Not more than 20 percent of 
these grant funds would go to 
paying off these bonds, leaving 
the remainder available for other 
highway projects. Also, there 
will be limited funding from the 
Maryland Transportation Trust 
Fund and from special funds ear- 
marked for the project by Con- 
gress, according to the brochure. 

By 2030, Mitchell said, jobs 
in the study area are expected to 
increase by 32 percent and by 
46 percent for the metropolitan 
region. Population will grow 24 
percent in the study area and 34 
percent in the region. This will 
result in a significant increase in 
vehicle miles traveled and con- 
siderably worsen traffic conges- 
tion, travel time and accidents, if 
the ICC is not built, he said. 

Better Choice 

The ICC will provide area 
motorists a reliable, safer choice, 
Mitchell said. Travel time will 
be reduced for many trips during 
peak periods. By increasing tolls 
during peak times, travel time re- 
liability can be managed, he 


said. The number of jobs avail- 
able within a 45 minute commute 
would increase by 27 percent if the 
ICC were built, he said. By using 
express buses on the ICC, transit 
ridership could be increased with 
buses projected to carry 11,500 
passengers a day on Corridor 1 
and 9,100 passengers a day on 
Corridor 2. Both build alternatives 
would divert a number of trips from 
the local roadways and improve lo- 
cal conditions. 

Approximately 50 miles of 
local roads would have traffic re- 
duced by 10 percent or more on 
a daily basis. However, some 
north-south feeder roads to pro- 
posed interchanges would experi- 
ence increased traffic volumes of 
more than 10 percent. During 
peak periods travel time for many 
trips would be reduced, Mitchell 
said. For example, according to 
the public hearing brochure, a trip 
from College Park to Rockville 
along Corridor | would save 15 
minutes, a reduction of 28 per- 
cent. Along Corridor 2, the re- 
duction would be 14 minutes. 

Many key intersections would 
also benefit from the ICC, with 
39 intersections operating more 
efficiently if Corridor 1 is built 
and 35 if Corridor 2 is built. 
Lastly, accidents are less likely 
to occur on access-controlled 
roadways, with an ICC road ex- 
pected to experience less than 50 
crashes per 100 million vehicle- 
miles traveled as compared to 
more than 300 crashes on many 
study area roads. 
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that adds traffic to the Beltway 
and damages or destroys over 
7,000 acres of forests, farm, wet- 
lands and drinking water reser- 
voirs.” 

Another speaker, Lee Epstein, 
director of the Lands Program at 
the Chesapeake Bay Foundation, 
echoed Schwartz’s position. “In 
1997,” Epstein said, “the US En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
commented that for a road with 
such gross environmental and 
community impacts, it has rela- 
tively little effect on traffic con- 
gestion. In 2004, that is still 
the overwhelming conclusion 
one gets from reviewing the new 
DEIS,” he noted. 

“The (DEIS) study clearly re-

Paul Downs of Greenbelt, who 
has spoken out against the ICC 
in most of its prior incarnations, 
invoked the spirits of all of 
those souls who have testified in 
other public hearings over the 
years. He urged that their cries 
for “No ICC” be listened to. 

In response to the proponents’ 
contention that the construction 
of the ICC has been delayed for 
far too long, some opponents ar- 
gued that because it had been 
put on the plans over 50 years 
ago, it is no longer able to ful- 
fill the original concept as part 
of “an Outer Beltway.” “Events 
have overtaken its utility and it 
is now a bad idea,” said the final 
speaker. 

An additional public hearing 
is scheduled for Saturday, Janu- 
ary 22 at the James Blake High 
School, 300 Norwood Road in 
Silver Spring. Written comments 
can be submitted for the record 
until February 15. 


futes the notion that an ICC 
would somehow end gridlock,” 
said Greenbelt Mayor Judith S. 
Davis. 

“Why would we spend record 
amounts of money on a project 
that has gotten even more envi- 
ronmentally damaging and still 
doesn’t relieve traffic?” asked 
Maryland Delegate Barbara 
Frush, representing Legislative 
District 21 in Laurel. 

Mayor Davis was joined at the 
press conference by College Park 
Councilmembers Eric Olsen and 
Andy Fellows, Greenbelt 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
and Karren Pope-Onwukwe, mem- 
ber of the Prince George’s County 
Democratic Committee and repre- 
senting Prince George’s Advocates 
for Community-Based Transit. 

The Save Our Community 
Campaign in their initial review 
noted several errors in the pub- 
lished DEIS, including maps that 
hid roads where traffic increased 
with the ICC and vastly different 
reporting on the number of for- 
ests and streams impacted. In 
addition, the DEIS does not re- 
port the total trips or miles of 
travel on local roads, preventing 
an analysis of the degree to 
which traffic decreases or in- 
creases on local roads. 

Water quality impacts were 
also given short shrift in their 
review, with no quantitative 
analysis undertaken. Air quality 
impacts were similarly under- 
studied and under-reported and 
the state eliminated the analysis 
of other alternatives that could 
meet transportation needs. 

“When I was chief, Environ- 
mental and Economic Analysis 
Branch for the US Department of 
the Interior,’ said Jim Fary of 
the Montgomery County Sierra 
Club, who had read the entire 
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Environmental Impacts 

Heather Lane of the SHA En- 
vironmental Division explained 
the implications of the three al- 
ternatives on the environment. 
She said that the build alterna- 
tives would cause no adverse ef- 
fects to low-income or minority 
populations. In other matters, 
Corridor 1 has fewer impacts 
than building Corridor 2. 

The Maryland Transportation 
Initiative at the University of 
Maryland performed an indepen- 
dent economic impact study to as- 
sess the potential of travel effi- 
ciency savings and the economic 
development impacts that may oc- 
cur by building the ICC. It found 
that the estimated annual travel 
time savings are valued at nearly 
$203 million for Corridor 1 and 
$172 million for Corridor 2 by 
2010 and even more by 2030. 

Corrridor 1 would have an ad- 
verse impact on two historic prop- 
erties, Lane said, and on seven to 
11 in Corridor 2 depending on 
which variations are used at inter- 
sections. There is no effect ex- 
pected upon any of the federally 
listed environmentally endangered 
species, she said. All the alterna- 
tives would meet state and federal 
air quality standards. While there 
are substantial impacts to flood- 
plains, wetlands and forests, com- 
pensatory mitigation is planned to 
exceed that required for the im- 
pacted areas. It is also proposed 
the state stormwater management 
regulation and advanced water 
quality treatments will be exceeded 
in the construction of the ICC. 


DEIS, “I would have rejected 
this DEIS as not being a DEIS 
but the world’s largest Environ- 
mental Assessment (a preliminary 
analysis) requiring that a real 
DEIS be done.” 

Hearings Follow 

Immediately following the 
press conference and rally, the 
first of four public hearings got 
underway in the school audito- 
rium, beginning at 6 p.m. with a 
presentation on the DEIS find- 
ings by the representatives of 
the Maryland State Highway 
Administration (MSHA). The 
ICC DEIS had been prepared 
by the MSHA and the Mary- 
land Transportation Authority 
on behalf of the Federal High- 
way Administration and the 
Maryland Department of Trans- 
portation. 

The ICC study was con- 
ducted using a streamlined envi- 
ronmental review process involv- 
ing significant early coordination 
with federal, state and local 
transportation, environmental 
and planning agencies. The 
streamlined process relies on 
concurrence between the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers and 
the Maryland Department of the 
Environment. All of the agencies 
listed above are joint sponsors 
of the four scheduled public 
hearings. They are soliciting 
public comment for their portion 
of the study. 

Other agencies, including the 
US Environmental Protection 
Agency, the US Fish and Widlife 
Service, the National Park Ser- 
vice, the Maryland Department 
of Planning, the Maryland De- 
partment of Natural Resources, 
the Maryland Historic Trust and 
the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission are 
cooperating in the study.

Fire & Rescue Log 


The Fire Department Logbook is a planned bi-weekly report of the 
activities and news from the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Department and 
Rescue Squad, Inc. (GVFD). The report will include recent incidents,

Incident Report 
From January | to January 7 
the GVFD responded to a total 
of 20 fire engine and 46 ambu- 
lance calls. Those calls break 
down as follows: three reports of 
smoke or fire, one automatic fire 
alarm, one brush fire, one gas 
leak, 14 motor vehicle accidents 
and 33 medical calls. 
Fatal Accident 
In the early evening of Janu- 
ary 2, Greenbelt and other area 
units responded to a report of a 
motor vehicle accident on the 
southbound Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway south of the Belt- 
way. Engine 352 and Ambu- 
lance 359 from Greenbelt were 
first on the scene. Upon investi- 
gation, it was determined there 
were multiple injuries in the 
three-vehicle collision, as well as 
one fatality. Greenbelt’s ambu- 
lance transported one of the in- 
jured. The Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway was closed for over 
four hours for a police investiga- 
tion of the accident. Greenbelt’s 
fire engine remained on the scene 
for 30 minutes. 
2004 Overview 
During 2004, GVFD responded 
to 1,651 engine and 1,796 ambu- 
lance calls. The total of 3,447 
was an increase of almost 300 
calls from 2003. These calls in- 
cluded numerous fires, accidents 
and other emergencies that are 





documented on the department’s 
website at www.engine35.com. 
New Truck 

The GVFD recently replaced 
the aging 1995 Ford F-150 util- 
ity truck with a 2005 Ford F- 
350 crew cab. The utility truck 
is used for some off-road inci- 
dents, bringing additional man- 
power to a scene and assisting 
the city during weather emergen- 
cies. 

Fire Safety Tip 

Have a home escape plan. It 
is important to know at least 
two ways to leave any room and 
to make sure everyone in a resi- 
dence knows where to meet after 
evacuating. Practice the escape 
plan, especially if there are small 
children in the family.

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A New Year and Fresh Start 


For Greenbriar Fire Victims

The New Year truly does 
signify a fresh start for the 
residents of 7806 Hanover 
Parkway. Exactly 13 months 
after a three alarm fire swept 
through 7806, the building 
passed final county and city 
inspections. Use and occu- 
pancy permits have been 
granted for all homes. As we 
enter the New Year the fami- 
lies of 7806 begin anew, set- 
tling into their homes. 

As of January 3 eight fami- 
lies have moved back, two 
families are in the process of 
moving and five of the homes 
are scheduled to be either put 
on the market for sale or rent. 

Though 13 months have 
passed, the three-alarm fire 
which broke out shortly before 
10 p.m. on Friday, November 
21, 2003, burns in the memo- 
ries of the entire Greenbriar 
community. The fire took the 
life of Phase II Board Member 
Mary Alice Carroll and left all 
15 homes of 7806 Hanover 
Parkway uninhabitable. Four 
homes in neighboring 7804 
suffered major water damage. 
Prince George’s County fire in- 
vestigators thoroughly ana- 
lyzed the fire scene but were 
unable to determine the cause. 
The majority of the damage to 
7806 was covered under the 
master insurance policy with 
W. R. Berkley Fireman’s Fund 


of Washington, D.C. The 
Phase II Board of Directors 
contracted with Minkoff Com- 
pany to rebuild the building 
under the supervision of their 
management company, Condo- 
minium Venture, Inc. 

In the wake of the tragedy, 
the community banded to- 
gether to assist and remember 
the residents, forming a Fire 
Relief Committee. The com- 
mittee has worked on a number 
of events to raise funds for the 
victims of the fire. The com- 
mittee has been active in vari- 
ous fund raisers, including the 
creation and distribution of 
donation and reminder cards 
and the “Penny Wars” jars. 
Committee members have pro- 
moted their cause at many 
Greenbriar events and partici- 
pated in the complex’s spring 
and fall community yard sales, 
selling donated items for the 
Fire Relief Fund. They have 
successfully sought and re- 
ceived donations, not only 
from residents of Greenbriar 
Condominiums, but from 
neighbors outside of the com- 
munity, including Shopper’s 
Food Warehouse, the Silver 
Diner and the Greenbelt Arts 
Center. To date, over $11,400 
has been raised primarily for 
the payment of condominium 
fees on behalf of the fire vic- 


tims.

Green infrastructure is defined 
by the plan as an interconnected 
network of waterways, wood- 
lands, wildlife habitats and other 
natural areas of countywide sig- 
nificance. It sets forth a goal, 
objectives, policies and strategies 
to preserve, protect and enhance 
these areas by 2025.

Search Continues for World War II Airplane

The reporter, having learned 
about the 1945 plane crash that 
killed Lt. Needham, a Navy pilot 
and Greenbelt resident, wonders 
if the plane could still be lying 
in the woods surrounding the 
Beltsville Airfield. He learns fur- 
ther details by talking with the 
pilot’s son, now living in 
LaPlata. 


On the day of the accident, 
Lt. Needham (pilot), CDR Fowler 
(copilot) and seven enlisted men 
took an R-50 up on a training 
flight. They intended to do in- 
strument training in the landing 
pattern at Anacostia but canceled 
due to cloud cover. Instead they 
flew over to Beltsville Outlying 
Field to practice shooting ap- 
proaches and single-engine emer- 
gency landing procedures. 

This type of training is often 
called a “bounce flight” because 
of repeated landings and take- 
offs. The procedure was to ap- 
proach the airfield with one of 
the two engines shut down, 
touch the wheels down on the 
runway, roll for a few hundred 
feet and take off into the air on 
the one remaining engine. They 
would then go around and repeat 
the process. 

On the first approach, some- 
thing went terribly wrong. CDR 
Fowler blamed the accident on 
engine trouble. Just before the 
plane touched down, they de- 
cided to go around and try 
again. They hit the power, 
raised the wheels and climbed 
back into the air. They had 
gained less than 200 feet of alti- 
tude when the good engine 
failed. There wasn’t time to re- 
start the other engine. The plane 
crashed several hundred yards 
from the runway, broke up on 
impact and started to burn. 

Most of those on board sur- 
vived the crash and crawled out 
of the wreckage injured but 
alive. One of the seven enlisted 
men was thrown clear of the 
wreckage but died from internal 
injuries sustained on impact. 
The other six enlisted men sur- 
vived with various broken bones, 
burns and other injuries. The pi- 
lot and copilot were alive but 
unconscious and trapped in the 
cockpit. Despite a major fire and 
at great risk to his life, one of 
the enlisted crewmen crawled 
back into the burning wreckage 
and attempted to save them. He 
was able to pull the copilot, 
CDR Fowler, away from the 
wreckage, severely burned but 
alive. However, he was unable 
to reach the pilot in time. Lt. 
Needham, Bill Needham’s father, 
died in the fire. 

After hearing this account of 
the accident, my research be- 
came a more serious undertaking 
for me. I had a real story with 
names, faces and acts of heroism. 
If the wreckage of this plane re- 
mained in the woods, I was more 
determined than ever to find it. 
I planned to visit the Beltsville 
site as soon as I had time off 
from work. 

According to the map, the 
Beltsville Airfield site was adja- 
cent to the visitor center prop- 
erty. On my very next day off, 
I threw my old bicycle into the 
back of the car and headed over. 
I was hoping that there were 
roads and hiking trails at the 
visitor center that connected 
with the Beltsville Airfield site 


so that I could begin searching 
for wreckage without too much 
trouble. 

I was wrong. When I arrived, 
I found that all the roads and 
paths within the National Wild- 
life Visitor Center (NWVC) 
grounds were on the opposite 
side of the property — far from 
the airfield site. Also, these 
roads and paths were posted with 
“no trespassing” signs threaten- 
ing dire consequences for any- 
one who strayed from the marked 
trails. 

I studied the map and the pe- 
rimeter line of the airfield site. I 
spent several hours on the bi- 
cycle searching for another legal 
entryway into the airfield site, 
but to no avail. I had had 
enough. I had ridden for miles 
and found no open road that al- 
lowed civilian access onto the 
airport property without risk of 
arrest for trespassing. I turned 
my bicycle around, rode back to 
my car and returned home. 

It was time to formulate a new 
plan. I needed access to the 
Beltsville Airfield property, but 
without official business I had 
no legal authority to be there. I 
decided to take the direct ap- 
proach. I would write formal re- 
quests to each of the government 
agencies that controlled the 
Beltsville Airfield property. 

I went on the internet and 
pulled up the home pages for the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center, the NWVC and NASA 
Goddard. I found the email ad- 
dress of people that I hoped 
would have authority to grant a 
permit for me to conduct the 
search. I wrote short letters to 
each of them explaining what I 
had found and why I wanted to 
search. 

The first response I received 
was from Holly Wood, a repre- 
sentative of the BARC real es- 
tate property control office. 
Wood was very helpful and 
agreed to provide all the support 
necessary to secure a permit for 
my search. 

Next I received a response 
from Brad Knudsen, a refuge 
manager from the National Fish 
and Wildlife Service. Knudsen 
was also very supportive but was 
unable to grant a permit until he 
could clear my request with 
other staff members. There was a 
possibility that my activities 
could disturb research projects 
currently being conducted on the 
property and he wanted to ensure 
that everything was safe and se- 
cure. I told Knudsen that I un- 
derstood and would stay in con- 
tact with him. 

I received no response from 
anyone at Goddard but that was 
probably my own fault. Either 
my message was not addressed to 
the right person or the request 
was not convincing enough for 
anyone to take action. I de- 
cided that NASA could wait for 
now. 

In the meantime I had an idea 
for conducting the aircraft wreck- 
age search without ever setting 
foot on the airfield property. I 
would use satellite imagery. 
There is a free website at 
www.terraserver @ microsoft.com 
that posts satellite photos of al- 
most any area of the country. 
The amazing photographic detail 
available from this website has a 
resolution of about three meters. 
That resolution is roughly com- 
parable to a regular photograph 
taken from the observation deck 


of the Washington Monument. 
Aircraft wreckage can be spotted 
at that resolution without too 
much difficulty. 

Luckily for me, I was visiting 
the home of my father-in-law at 
the time and found that he had 
purchased a high speed internet 
connection. The satellite photos 
I needed take a long time to 
download by my old telephone 
modem and use of my father-in- 
law’s high speed internet connec- 
tion made that task a little easier. 

I used the website to search 
every square foot of the airfield 
site. According to the website 
legend, the posted satellite 
photos were taken in April 
2002. That was perfect for me. 
The photos were not too old 
and were taken during a season 
when the leaves in the canopy 
of the surrounding woods had 
completely fallen. If wreckage 
were there, it would be easy to 
spot. 

Using these satellite photos, I 
was able easily to identify the 
runways, taxiways and some of 
the old support buildings for 
the airfield. The runways ap- 
peared to be mostly overgrown 
with weeds and shrubs, but the 
general layout was clearly 
discernable. There was new 
construction of buildings and 
roads on the site and it was 
clear that the days of regular air- 
field operations had long since

passed. 

I searched for hours along the 
runways and surrounding woods 
but found no obvious signs of 
wreckage anywhere on the prop- 
erty. After all my efforts review- 
ing these photos, I found only 
two places that looked somewhat 
interesting. The most promising 
appeared to be a shadow with 
the distinct shape or outline of 
an airplane. It was located in 
the woods about 200 yards to 
the south of some buildings on 
the old airfield access road. 

The other interesting place 
was a clearing in the woods to 
the northeast of the point where 
the two runways crossed. It was 
a small clearing but it was about 
the size you would expect for an 
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airplane wreck. It had bright 
patches that stood out from the 
surrounding land but no shape 
recognizable as a plane or build- 
ing. I printed black and white 
copies of each of these photos 
for later reference. 

Holly Wood at BARC came 
through for me the very next 
week. On April 5, I visited her 
office and picked up my search 
permit and a special parking pass. 
Though the day was very cold 
and windy, the sun was shining 
and it was an excellent day to 
begin the search. I brought along 
a compass and map for guidance, 
a camera, a set of binoculars and 
the satellite photos I had copied 
from the internet.
